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Sierra Times predicts that Hillary Clinton will win the New York State Senate Race come 
November due to an absence of pro-second amendment voters in that state. 

The reason: the new gun control law will cause a mass exodus from that state. 

Yesterday, Governor George Pataki signed a gun control law that makes the state the first in the 
U.S. to require criminal background checks on people who purchase guns at gun shows.
